“GAME  ACT” 

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that,  under  the 
provisions  of  section  69  of  the  “  Game  Act,”  chap¬ 
ter  135  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Colum¬ 
bia,  1948,”  the  following  regulations,  known  as 
“Game  Damage  Regulations,  1955,”  be  made: 

Game  Damage  Regulations,  1955 

The  prohibitions  declared  by  section  18  of  the 
“  Game  Act  ”  as  to  the  hunting,  trapping,  wound¬ 
ing,  and  killing  of  game  are  hereby  removed  to  the 
extent  and  within  the  period  mentioned,  as  fol¬ 
lows: — 


said  Section  42  to  the  easterly  boundary  of  the 
Esquimalt  and  Nanaimo  Railway  right-of-way, 
thence  in  a  south-easterly  direction  along  the  said 
easterly  boundary  of  said  right-of-way  to  the  south¬ 
east  corner  of  District  Lot  86,  Nelson  District; 
thence  southerly  along  the  westerly  boundary  of 
Section  4,  Nelson  District,  to  the  south-west  corner 
of  said  Section  4  and  the  northerly  boundary  of 
Section  28,  Township  I  I ;  thence  westerly  along  the 
northerly  boundary  of  Section  28  and  Section  29, 
Township  11,  to  the  north-east  corner  of  Lot  A, 
Registered  Plan  2493;  thence  southerly  and  west¬ 
erly  along  the  boundaries  of  said  Lot  A  to  the 
south-west  corner  thereof;  thence  westerly  to  the 
north-east  corner  of  Lot  3,  Registered  Plan  1928; 
thence  westerly  along  the  northerly  boundary  of 
said  Lot  3  to  the  north-west  corner  thereof;  thence 
southerly,  westerly,  and  southerly  along  the  bound¬ 
aries  of  Lots  3,  8,  7,  and  6  of  said  Registered  Plan 


Deer  and  Wapiti  (Elk),  over  one  year  of  age,  of 
either  sex,  in  that  portion  of  the  Nelson-Creston 
Electoral  District  described  as:  “Starting  at  the 
junction  or  confluence  of  the  Kootenay  River  and 
Goat  River;  thence  along  the  north,  east,  and  west 
banks  of  Goat  River  to  the  mouth  of  Arrow  Creek; 
thence  north-westerly  along  the  east  bank  of  Arrow 
Creek  to  its  junction  or  confluence  with  Okell 
Creek;  thence  along  the  east  bank  of  Okell  Creek 
in  a  north-westerly  direction  to  its  headwaters; 
thence  in  a  straight  line  due  north  to  the  head¬ 
waters  of  Huggard  Creek;  thence  along  the  south 
bank  of  Huggard  Creek  to  its  junction  or  conflu¬ 
ence  with  Duck  Creek;  thence  in  a  south-westerly 
direction  along  the  east  bank  of  Duck  Creek  to  the 
Creston-Wynndel  Highway;  thence  north-westerly 
along  said  highway  to  a  point  thereon  directly 
opposite  the  south  end  of  Duck  Lake;  thence  in  a 
straight  line  due  west  to  the  Kootenay  River;

Provided,  for  the  purpose  of  such  open  season, 
the  provisions  of  the  Game-tag  Regulations,  ap¬ 
proved  by  Orders  in  Council  Nos.  1212  and  1766, 
shall  not  apply.

2.  The  said  improvement  district  shall  be  known 
as  the  “  Royston  Improvement  District.” 

3.  The  objects  of  the  said  improvement  district 
shall  be  the  acquisition,  maintenance,  and  opera¬ 
tion  of  works  for  waterworks  purpose  and  all 
matters  incidental  thereto. 

4.  There  shall  be  five  Trustees  of  the  said  im¬ 
provement  district. 

5.  The  persons  qualified  to  vote  at  the  first  elec¬ 
tion  of  Trustees  shall  be  Canadian  citizens  who  are 
twenty-one  years  of  age  or  older  and  are  entitled 
to  be  registered  as  voters  under  the  “  Provincial 
Elections  Act  ”  and  are  owners  of  land  in  the  tract 
of  land  hereinbefore  described,  and  the  persons 
qualified  to  be  candidates  at  the  said  election  shall 
be  the  persons  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and 
their  wives  and  husbands. 

6.  Mr.  Stanley  E.  Mounce,  of  Cumberland,  B.C., 
shall  be  Returning  Officer  for  the  first  election  of 
Trustees.  He  shall  call  a  general  meeting  of  the 
persons  who  are  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and 
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shall,  at  least  seven  days  before  the  date  of  the 
said  meeting,  post  in  five  conspicuous  places  within 
the  area  hereinbefore  described  and  at  the  place 
where  the  meeting  is  to  be  held  a  notice  signed  by 
him  giving  the  date,  time,  and  place  of  holding  the 
said  meeting.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  be 
chairman  of  the  said  meeting,  and  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  clause  5  he  shall  have  power  to 
determine  whether  or  not  any  person  who  desires 
to  vote  is  qualified  to  do  so.  He  shall  have 
power  to  determine  the  procedure  to  be  followed 
at  the  said  meeting  and  the  method  of  taking  the 
votes.  Each  qualified  voter  shall  be  entitled  to 
cast  one  vote  for  each  of  five  candidates.  The 
Returning  Officer  shall  declare  the  result  of  the 
election  and  shall  notify  the  Comptroller  of  Water 
Rights  of  the  said  result. 

7.  The  candidate  elected  as  Trustee  for  whom 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  is  cast  at  the  general 
meeting  called  pursuant  to  clause  6  hereof  shall 
hold  office  until  the  annual  general  meeting  of 
1958,  the  candidates  elected  for  whom  the  second 
and  third  greatest  numbers  of  votes  are  cast  shall 
hold  office  until  the  annual  general  meeting  of  1957, 
and  the  candidates  elected  for  whom  the  fourth  and 
fifth  greatest  numbers  of  votes  are  cast  shall  hold 
office  until  the  annual  general  meeting  of  1956,  but 
should  there  be  nominated  no  more  than  five 
candidates  for  the  office  of  Trustee,  or  should  any 
two  or  more  candidates  receive  an  equal  number 
of  votes,  then  the  Returning  Officer  shall  have 
power  to  and  shall  declare  which  of  the  candidates 
are  elected  and  which  shall  hold  office  until  the 
next,  the  second,  and  the  third  succeeding  annual 
general  meetings  respectively. 

8.  All  subsequent  elections  of  Trustees  shall  be 
held  at  the  annual  general  meetings  of  the  improve¬ 
ment  district,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Trustees  to  call  a  general  meeting  to  be  held 
between  January  1st  and  May  1st  in  each  year  for 
the  following  purposes: — 

(a)  To  receive  from  the  Trustees  a  report  on 
condition  of  the  works  and  a  statement  of 
the  financial  condition  of  the  improvement 
district: 

( b )  To  discuss  with  the  Trustees  any  matter 
relating  to  the  works  or  finances  of  the 
improvement  district: 

(c)  To  fix  the  remuneration  of  the  Trustees  for 
the  ensuing  year: 

(4)  To  elect  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  succeed 
those  whose  term  of  office  expires  coincident 
with  the  holding  of  such  annual  general 
meeting,  and  to  elect  a  Trustee  or  Trustees 
to  fill  any  other  vacancy  or  vacancies  that 
has  or  have  occurred  or  is  or  are  about  to 
occur  among  the  Trustees: 

(e)  To  choose  the  auditor  for  the  ensuing  year. 

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by  the 
Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a 
Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any  vacancy  or  vacancies 
among  the  Trustees,  or  for  the  purpose  of  discuss¬ 
ing  with  the  owners  any  matter  or  matters  which 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees  should  be  brought 
up  at  the  general  meeting. 

At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general  meet¬ 
ing  shall  be  given  by  notices  posted  up  in  con¬ 
spicuous  places  at  the  nearest  post-office  and  at 
the  building  where  the  meeting  is  to  be  held. 

The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided  by 
the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes  of  all  matters 
brought  before  the  meeting  and  the  action  taken 
thereon.  At  any  general  meeting  every  person 
shall  be  qualified  to  vote  who  is  a  Canadian  citizen 
and  is  twenty-one  years  old  or  older  and  is  an 
owner  of  land  in  the  improvement  district,  or  the 
authorized  agent  of  any  board  or  corporation  that 
is  an  owner  of  such  land,  or  the  legal  representative 
of  any  owner  of  such  land  who  has  died,  become 
insolvent,  or  insane,  and  is  entitled  to  be  registered 
as  a  voter  under  the  “  Provincial  Elections  Act.” 
Every  person  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and  the 
wTe  or  husband  of  any  such  person  shall  be 
qualified  to  be  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  Trustee 
of  the  improvement  district.  In  the  event  of  the 
right  of  any  person  to  vote  at  any  general  meeting 
being  challenged,  the  chairman  shall  have  authority 


to  determine  whether  or  not  such  person  is  entitled 
to  vote,  and  the  chairman  may  require  such  person 
to  make  and  file  with  him  a  statutory  declaration 
showing  that  the  declarant  is  qualified  as  aforesaid 
to  vote  at  such  general  meeting.  Forthwith  after 
the  holding  of  a  general  meeting  the  Trustees  shall 
file  with  the  Comptroller  of  Water  Rights  a  true 
copy  of  the  minutes  of  such  meeting  and  copies 
of  all  auditor’s  reports  and  financial  statements 
presented  or  discussed  at  the  meeting. 

9.  All  words  and  phrases  given  special  meaning 
in  section  2  of  the  “  Water  Act  ”  shall,  where  used 
herein,  be  ascribed  the  meaning  given  them  in  the 
said  section,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires.

Accident-prevention  Regulations  for 
Explosive-actuated  Tools 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “Work¬ 
men’s  Compensation  Act,”  the  Workmen’s  Com¬ 
pensation  Board  has  adopted,  after  public  hearings 
held  at  Vancouver,  B.C.,  on  November  15th,  1954, 
and  December  9th,  1954,  the  following  accident- 
prevention  regulations  concerning  the  design  and 
use  of  explosive-actuated  tools,  effective  on  and 
after  February  1st,  1955: — 

Foreword 

It  is  recognized  that  rules  and  regulations  cannot 
completely  cover  all  the  hazards  associated  with 
the  varied  uses  of  any  piece  of  equipment,  but  they 
do  reveal  some  of  the  more  obvious  dangers  and 
are  valuable  for  the  development  of  prudence  and 
forethought. 

Explosive-actuated  tools  should  be  handled  with 
the  same  care  and  attention  as  firearms  and  with 
due  consideration  of  the  dangers  associated  with 
the  forceful  shattering  of  masonry  and  similar 
material,  the  harmful  results  of  using  excessive 
charges,  and  the  risk  of  the  projectile  ricocheting. 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  employer  to  famil¬ 
iarize  himself  with  and  enforce  all  of  the  regula¬ 
tions  pertaining  to  explosive-actuated  hand-tools 
that  concern  and  affect  him,  and  to  make  certain 
that  these  regulations  are  complied  with  by  super¬ 
visors  and  workmen  associated  with  the  handling 
and  use  of  such  tools. 

2.  No  person  shall  operate  or  be  permitted  to 
operate  an  explosive-actuated  tool  until  he  has  been 
thoroughly  trained  in  its  use,  has  demonstrated  that 
he  can  use  the  tool  effectively  and  safely  under  all 
conditions  in  which  it  will  be  used,  is  familiar  with 
these  rules,  and  has  been  instructed  and  authorized 
by  a  competent  supervisor  to  use  the  tool. 

3.  All  explosive-actuated  tools  and  the  explosive 
charges  for  same  shall  be  kept,  when  not  in  use,  in 
a  safe  place  of  storage,  and  inaccessible  to  persons 
not  authorized  to  handle  same.  The  tools  and  am¬ 
munition  shall  not  be  left  unattended  except  in  a 
locked  case  or  other  safe  place  of  storage. 

4.  Every  explosive-actuated  tool  used  by  work¬ 
men  shall  be  provided  with  a  manually  operated 
safety  device  which  will  prevent  the  inadvertent 
firing  of  the  charge  by  accidental  operation  of  the 
firing  mechanism  or  by  the  tool  being  dropped  from 
any  height. 
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5.  The  tool  shall  be  so  designed  that  it  will  not 
fire  if  the  discharge  end  of  the  tool  is  not  in  firm 
contact  with  the  surface  being  worked,  and  if  there 
is  an  inclination  of  more  than  fifteen  (15)  degrees 
from  right  angles  of  the  tool  to  the  surface. 

6.  (a)  Every  explosive-actuated  tool  shall  be 
provided  with  a  shield,  guard,  or  other  device  which 
will  effectively  confine  flying  particles  and  restrain 
materials  that  might  ricochet. 

(/>)  Whenever  possible  the  shield  or  guard  shall 
be  used  in  a  central  position  on  the  tool,  and  when 
shifted  for  more  convenient  access  to  corners  or 
walls,  it  shall  be  returned  to  a  central  position 
before  being  used  in  places  where  there  is  no  inter¬ 
ference  with  the  guard  in  the  central  position. 

(c)  Protective  shields  may  be  retractable  for 
working  in  recesses  or  boxes,  but  shall  be  so  de¬ 
signed  that  when  the  barrel  is  removed  from  a 
recess,  the  shield  shall  automatically  return  to  its 
normal  operating  position. 

7.  Every  explosive-actuated  tool  shall  be  main¬ 
tained  in  a  safe  working  condition.  The  operator 
shall  thoroughly  inspect  the  tool  each  day  before 
using  it.  Defective  or  unsafe  tools  shall  be  re¬ 
moved  from  service  until  satisfactory  repairs  have 
been  made. 

8.  Tool  operators,  helpers,  and  other  workmen 
in  the  immediate  vicinity  shall  wear  suitable  eye- 
protective  devices. 

9.  Projectiles  shall  not  be  discharged  so  close  to 
corners  or  edges  as  to  cause  the  material  to  break 
off,  or  where  the  guard  or  shield  would  not  be 
effective. 

10.  No  person  shall  fire  a  projectile  into  material 
of  unknown  resistance  to  penetration,  or  into  ma¬ 
terial  of  such  strength  or  thickness  that  there  is  a 
possibility  of  the  projectile  passing  through  the 
material,  until  appropriate  action  has  been  taken  to 
ensure  that  no  workman  will  be  exposed  to  the 
dangers  resulting  from  a  projectile  being  propelled 
through  the  material  and  into  an  area  where  work¬ 
men  are  permitted  or  required  to  be  present. 

11.  Explosive-actuated  tools  shall  not  be  used 
where  flammable  or  explosive  gases,  vapours,  dusts, 
or  other  such  substances  are  present. 

12.  When  explosive-actuated  tools  are  used  in 
confined  places,  ventilation  shall  be  provided  to 
limit  the  contamination  of  the  air  to  a  recognized 
safe  concentration. 

13.  The  tool  shall  not  be  loaded  at  any  time 
until  inspection  has  revealed  the  breech  and  barrel 
to  be  free  of  any  foreign  matter.  Loading  shall  be 
done  only  to  prepare  the  tool  for  immediate  use, 
and  the  tool  shall  not  be  left  unattended  while 
loaded. 

14.  If  a  misfire  occurs,  the  operator  shall  con¬ 
tinue  to  hold  the  tool  in  the  firing  position  for  not 
less  than  fifteen  (15)  seconds,  and  shall,  until  the 
cartridge  has  been  ejected,  keep  the  tool  pointed 
in  a  direction  which  will  not  cause  injury  should 
an  explosion  take  place. 

15.  Explosive-actuated  tools  shall  not  be  used 
to  force  a  projectile  into  a  working  surface  of 
cast  iron,  glazed  brick  or  tile,  terra  cotta,  marble, 
granite,  slate,  glass,  any  other  unusually  hard  or 
brittle  material,  or  into  a  steel  surface  that  is  of  a 
greater  hardness  than  the  projectile  being  used. 
When  the  hardness  of  the  steel  surface  is  not 
known,  it  shall  be  tested  by  using  a  hand-hammer 
to  drive  the  point  of  projectile  into  the  steel.  If 
the  point  of  the  projectile  does  not  penetrate  the 
surface,  no  attempt  shall  be  made  to  use  the  tool 
on  that  surface. 

Penalty 

Every  person  who  contravenes  any  of  the  fore¬ 
going  regulations  shall  he  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not 
more  than  three  hundred  dollars. 

Any  person  having  knowledge  of  an  explosive- 
actuated  tool  being  used  at  any  time  by  any  in¬ 
competent  or  unauthorized  person,  or  by  any¬ 
one  for  any  purpose  or  in  any  manner  other 
than  that  for  which  the  tool  was  designed  and 
intended  to  be  used,  shall  forthwith  bring  the 
facts  and  circumstances  to  the  attention  of  the 
Board  for  appropriate  action  with  regard  to  the 
person  or  persons  violating  the  regulations.

ft  is  ordered  that  the  regulations  made  pursuant 
to  the  “  Motor  Carrier  Act  ”  be  amended  as 
follows: —

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto.
